Subject; — Import of equipment for cement and jyte industries under Develop¬ 
ment Loan Fund. 

No. 8-ITC(PN) /59.—Attention is invited to the Mini.stry of Commerce and 
Industry Public Notice Nos. G9-ITC(PN)/58 and 70-ITC(PN)/58. dated the 11th 
August, 1958 as amended vide Public Notice No 89-TTC(PN)/58, dated the 3rd 
November, 1968 regarding the import of equipment for cement and jute indus¬ 
tries under the Development Loan Fund Programme. The following further 
amendments to the Public Notire Nos. 69-ITC(PN)/58 and 70-ITC(PNj/58, dated 
the 11th August, 1958 are notified: — 

(1) For the paragraphs appearing below Annexure II to the Public Notices, 
the following paragraphs may be substituted: — 

“Payment against this Import Permit may be effected by the beneficiaries 
through authorised dealers in foreign exchange in the normal manner. 

It is incumbent on the beneficiary and his designated Indian Bank to ensure 
that the following documents, duly completed, are submitted to the 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance under intima¬ 
tion to the Deputy Economic Adviser, Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi before payments are made to 
the suppliers; — 

(1) Five copies of the DLF “Supplier’s Certificate” and "invoice—and— 
Contract Abstract” (Schedule "A” Temp 8/58), covering the follow¬ 
ing;— ( 

(a) Cost of Commodity. —The cost of the commodity including the cost.s 

of ocean freight and/or marine insurance when such costs are paid 

by the supplier for his own or the buyer’s Account. 

(b) Cost of ocean freight. —The cost of ocean freight to be executed by 

the ocean carrier. 

(c) Cost of marine insurance —The oo.st of marine insurance to be execut¬ 

ed by the insurer, in'-u ranee broker, nr under-writer. 

fii) Bill of lading or substitute One copy (or photostat) of ocean or 
charter parl.y bill of ladniy or airway hill, or parrel post receipt 
or other commercially acceptable transportation documents. 

(iii) A copy of Purchase Order or Contract. 

(iv) Pronertv executed original (signed) and three copies of Public Voucher 
SF 1034 or SF 1146, 
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(v) Additional or substitute documents as may be required by the Ministry 
of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs). 

It is also incumbent on the beneficiary and his designated Indian Bank 
to ensure that the following documents are fmnished to the Ministry 
of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) within 15 days of the 
date of payment to the suppliers under intimation to the Deputy 
Economic Adviser, Ministry of Commerce and Industry, Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi:—■ 

(i) One copy (or photostat) of the Suppliers’ detailed invoice showing 
quantity, description, gross sale price, net sales price (after deduct¬ 
ing all discounts and purchasing agents’ commission applicable) and 
basis of delivery (e.g. f.o.b. vessel, f.a.s. c. & f.) of the goods or 
services, and either; 

(a) Marked "Paid” by the supplier, or 

(b) Endorsed by, or accompanied by a certificate of an officer of a 

banking institution Indicating that payment has been made in the 
amount shown on the invoice. 

(li) Receipt from the supplier for payments received.” 

2. The following amendments to Public Notice No. lO-ITC (PN) /68, dated the 
11th August, 1958 are notified: — 

For paragraphs 6(c), (d) and (e) of Annexure III to the Public Notice, the 
following paragraphs may be substituted: — 

"(c) Notice of formal bid Invitations and waiting period. —^When procure¬ 
ment is undertaken on the basis of formal bids, the borrower or 
anyone acting on his behalf. In lieu of furnishing the information 
described in paragraph (a) above, shall at least 30 days before the 
closing date for bids, transmit through the Deputy Economic Adviser, 
Mlnlstiry of Commerce and Industry, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi to 
the Office of Small Business, Washington, 25 D.C., three copies, in 
the English language, of the complete Invitation for bids (Incluffing 
specifications according to United State.s standards, terms and con- 
dition.s, the closing hour and date for bids, the applicable invitation 
number, and the address wherefrom Invitation forms and complete 
speciflcatlon.s may be obtained by prospective .suppliers). Engli.sh 
language copies of the foregoing complete invitation for bids will 
be furnished free of charge to both the Office of Small Business and 
upon their request, to prospective American Sunphe.srs. For this 
nurnose, the importer or anyone acting in his behalf at the time 
he transmits the three afore-mentioned copies to the Office of Small 
Business will likewise transmit by air mail flllv cople.s to a place 
in the United States designated by the Office of Small Business.” 

"(d) Waiting periods where incomplete notice furnished. —The importer 
shall submit the form prescribed in Paragraph (a) above or the 
invitation for Bids as prescribed in Paragraph (c) above to the 
Deputy Economic Adviser, Ministry of Commerce and Industry, 
Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi, atleast 7 days nrior to the deadline date 
on which the Office of Small Business, ICA, Washington, 25 D.C., 
should receive such information. 

Note.— In all cases where the information or the complete invitation for 
bids required by paragraphs (a) and (cl above as received by the 
Office of Small Business does not comply with the requirements of 
those respective paragraphs, the Office of Small Business will return 
the same to the sender with instructions for revision and the 30-dav 
period prescribed bv paragraphs (b) and (c) above, whichever is 
relevant, shall be considered to run from the date t)ie Office of Small 
Busine.s.s receives such information or complete invitation to bids 
as fully complies with the requirements of paragraphs (a) or (c) 
above respectively.” 

"(e|) Notice of bids received (i) lohen bids received on basis of formal 
invitations. —Whore purchases of any goods are made on the ba.sis 
of formal invitation for bids, the impor+er or anyone acting in bis 
behalf shall, within 30 days after making the award, furnish the 
Office of Small Pji’siness, Washington. 25 D.C. by air mail in abstract 
In the English language of the bids showing the names and addresses 
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of all bidders and their principals, if any (including manufacturers 
or processors of the goods, wherever known); the bids they submit¬ 
ted in terms of goods, quantity and prices; and the names and 
addresses of the successful bidder or bidders, 

(ii) When bids received on basis other than formal bid invitations.—The 
abstract shall not be required where purchases are undertaken on 
any basis other than a formal invitation for bids unless the Office 
of Small Business. Washington, 26 D.C., specifically requests such an 
abstract. In the case of such a request the importer or any one 
acting in his behalf, shall, within 30 clays, furnish the Office of Small 
Business by air mail an abstract in the English language of all prices 
quotation or offers received showing the names and addresses gf all 
offerers and their principals, if any (including manufacturers or 
processors of the goods wherever known); the offers they made in 
terms of goods, quantity and price, and the name and address of 
the person or persons with whom the order was placed or agreed 
to be placed.” 

3. The form of Annexure IV to the Public Notices may be substituted by the 
revised form attached. 

4. The following further requirements under the D.L.F. Programme for the 
import of Jute Mill Machinery and cement making machinery, are also notified: — 

Marking requirements for goods financed under D.L.F. Loam —(i) Goods 
financed under a DLP loan must carry an emblem designed for 
this purpose. This identification shall be affixed by metal plate, 
decalcomania, stencil label, tag, or other means, depending upon 
the type of commodity or shipping container and the nature of the 
surface to be marked. The emblems placed on the commodities must 
be approximately as durable as the trademark or company or brand 
name affixed by the producer, the emblems on the shipping containers 
must be legible until they reach the consignee. 

(a) Size of emblem. —The size of the emblem may vary depending upon 
the size of the commodity, package or shipping container to be 
marked but must be large enough to be clearly visible at a 
reasonable distance. 

(ta) Colour of emblem. —The emblem will appear in the colours shown 
on the samples available in the Office of Small Busmess, Inter¬ 
national Co-operation Administration, Washington, 25, D.C., or in 
the offices of the USOMs in the respective cooperating countries, 

(ii) Exception to requirement. — (a) For certain goods.—Raw materials 
(including grain, coal, petroleum, oil and lubricants) shipped in bulk, 
vegetable fibres packaged in bales, and semi-finished products which 
are not packaged in any way are, to the extent compliance is imprac¬ 
ticable, excepted from the marking requirements of this section. 

(b) For other commodities upon approval by DLF. —If compliance with 
the provisions of this section is found to be Impracticable with res¬ 
pect to goods, supplier will promptly request the Office of Small 
Business, International Cooperation Administration, Washington, 
25, D.C., for an exception from the requirement of this section. 

(iii) The following guidance and interpretation is provided to ensure uni¬ 
formity of interpretation by suppliers;— i 

(a) Buildings, structures and major items of equipment confined to one 

site. —A metal plate bearing the emblem is to be affixed in a suit¬ 
able location on each structure; or, emblems may be paint^ 
directly on to the structure, using good quality outdoor paints. 
The emblem to be applied to major items of equipment not con¬ 
fined to one site (such as automotive vehicles, railroad cars and 
engines, vessels dredges, bulldozers, graders, etc.) by means of 
waterproof paints or metal plates. 

(b) Other items and packaged goods. —Each item or shipping container 

will carry an emblem of the largest practicable size hut at least 
as large as the supplier’s name or trade mark. 
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(iv) Inquiries concerning emblem requnements not covered by the fore¬ 
going should be addressed to the Marking Requirements Officer, 
Office of Small Business, International Cooperation Administration, 
Washington, 2S, D.C. Samples of the emblem, and assistance In 
locating emblem supplier’s, will also be furnished upon request. 

(v) A list of U.S. Suppliers of official Emblems is attached. 

The importer .shall instruct his suppliers to comply with these requirements. 

5. Equipment, materials and supplie.s will be financed under the DLF Loan 
where they are purchased from sources (except for India or any of its terri¬ 
tories) specified In Code 99 of the ICA Geographic Code Book as in effect at 
the time the goods are firmly ordered or otherwise contracted for. The countries 
specified m Code 99 of the ICA Geographic Code Book arc given below; — 

"Any country in the world except Albania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, East 
Germany, Hungary, Poland (Including Danzig), Roumanla, China 
Mainland (including Singkiang, Manchuria and TibetO the tJnion 
of Soviet Socialist Republics (including Estonia Lithuanai, Tanna 
Tuva, Mongolian Peoples Republic, South Sakhalin, and the Kurile 
Islands, formerly Japanese Territories under U.S.S.R, Adraini.s- 
tration).” 

The cost of good.s or the transportation thereof to India, which are shipped 
by any transportation medium owned, operated, or under the control of any 
country included in Code 99 of the ICA Geographic Code Book will not be 
financed from the D.L. Funds. 

6 . The terminal contracting and the terminal delivery dates specified in para 

3 of Public Notice No. G9-ITC(PN)/58, dated the 11th August, 1918 pertaining 
to import of equipment for jute industry have been extended upto the Slut March. 
1959, and the 31st March, 1960 respectively. The Small Business notification 
requirements prescribed in para 5 of Annexure HI to the notice have also been 
waived. i 

7. The terminal contracting and delivery dates specified in para. 4 of Public 
Notice No. 70-ITC(PN)/68, dated the 11th August, 1958 pertaining lo Import 
of equipment for cement industry have been extended upto the 30th June, 1959 
and the 30th June, 1960 respectively.
